JAPAN 
YOKOHAMA; 

From this port wemhave files of the Japan Herald to the 
Blst Oct. and private advices one day later. The London 
mails of 26th Aug. arrived out on the 23rd Oct. On the 22nd 
Oct. the Princess Royal returned from Hakodadi with Sir Harry 
Parkes on board. 

‘The principal item of news is the departure on the 1st Nov. 
of a portion of the allied fleets for the Inland Sea, consisting 
of the following vessels :—H.B.M. SS, Princess Royal, Pelorus, 
Leopard, Argus, and Bouncer (gun-boat), H.IM.SS. Gueirriere, 
Dupleic, and Kienchang {(gun-bost), and H.N.MS. Zoutman, 
The British, French, and Netherlands Ministers accompanied 
the expedition. The precise object of the expedition had not 
been officially announced, but a rumour was current to the 
effect that the object is to endeavour to arrange for the opening 
of the port of Hiogo to foreign trade at an earlier period than 
was previously intended; and also to obtain the Mikado’s 
sanction and ratification to the treaties, At all events (says 


"| the Japan Herald) the business that takes our Ministers up is 


of very considerable importance, and such as, in the absence of 
the Tycoon from Yedo, can best be accomplished by our 
Ministers paying a personal visit to Osaka. Too much im- 
portance can hardly be attached to the movement, as it will 
show to the Japanese rulers the determination of ihe Western 
Powers to insist on fulfilment of treaties entered into with the 
‘Tycoon ; and if the Mikado confirm them, as there can be little 
doubt he will, a very large amount of opposition to foreigners 
will cease. It is expected that the fleet will be absent about 
a month. 

Another of the murderers of Major Baldwin and Lieut. Bird 
had been taken in Yedo, had confessed his crime, and been 
executed. The name of this culprit is Mamiya Hajimei, and 
be is not the man who was taken on suspicion some time ago, 
He stated that he cut down the second officer; and when he 
was arrested he had on him the sword with which he committed 
the murder, some of the blood being still visible upon the blade. 
All the circumstances confessed by, and known of, the man, 
confirm the Japanese authorities in their conviction that he is 
the veritable murderer ; in addition to which, he himself boast- 
fully acknowledges not only that he is the man who actually 
cut down Lieut. Bird, but that he gave him numerous wounds 
when lying helpless on the ground. 

The Japan Herald gives the following account of the execu- 
tion, which tock place on the same spot as that of the other 
assassin ;—The murderer, who appeared to be ouly about 18 
years of ago, was brought up precisely at one o'clock. The 
Japanese officers were already there ; but the British authori- 
tie, whose presence was necessary, did not arrive until fully 
half an hour after. The poor boy—for he was little more— 
had been drugged, and was quite, or apparently, unconscious. 
He was laid upon the ground, his legs covered with a mat, and 
his body supported in a half sitting half recumbent position by 





: two gaolers, who between them held an umbrella over bim to 


keep off the rain, Only twice did he open his eyes and raise 
his head, and then only to stare vacantly, and immediately 
relapse into unconsciousness, When at length all the 
officials arrived, and the time had come for his execution, he 
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was aroused stfiiciontly to walk, with support, to the spot 
where he was to kneel for decapitaticn, but he was ioo uncon- 
scious to know how or where to place himself; and when be 
was blindfolded, which in his ease was left undone until he bad 
been put in position, three men were obliged to support his 
body to prevent its falling, and one to hold bis head until the 
very moment before the blow was struck. The work was done 
by the old and well-known executioner, who walked about 
whilst the criminal was being prepared, laughing, and appearing 
to exult over his work. His manner, and the unconscious help- 
lessness of the victim, gave to this execution a repulsiveness far 
greater than that of Shimidzu—although tho executioner on 
that occasion had to strike three times before the head fell, and 
this was severed in on instant. Immediately on the head fall- 
ing, it was seized, put into mat, and carricd, accompanied 
by a mounted Yakonin, to the place on this side of Yoshida 
Bashi, where it is to be exhibited for three days. A board is 
in front of it with his crimes and sentence written upon it. 
And so ends this dreadful tragedy. We cannot hazard an 
opinion as to whether the youth who thus suffered is the real 
culprit or not, He declared he was, and gloried in the deed ; 
and there we must leave it. 

A most unjustifiable outrage on the person of a French sub- 
ject was committed on the 20th October by a number of 
Japanese officials, ‘The following particulars are given by the 
Japan Herald :—A gentleman, who was about leaving by the 
steamer Dupleiz, arrived at the new Hatobs, accompanied by 
several friends. He had with him some deal boxes containing | 
apparel, nailed up, as they would not be required on the voyage.

NAGASART. 

The correspondent uf the North China Herald, writing on 
the 3rd instant, says that the Kinlin has been sold to the Prince 
of Satsuma for $56,000 in cash, and the steamer Sarah. The 
latter vessel was bought some time ago, but is so badly injured. 
that the owners were glad to get rid of her. There is also @ 
rumour that the Ayrshire Lass, Union, and Wild Wave have, 
been sold, Business was at a standstill in consequence of the 
Japaueso holidays, or Matauri, which were observed from the 
27th to the 30th ultimo. The Japanese who attacked the 
officers of IL.M.S, Rattler, and was subsequently shot by 
Mr, French, as reported in our last, died threo days after he 
was wounded, The authorities seem to have changed their 
tone, for they now express their satisfaction at the punishment 
inflicted on the offender, as it will deter others from drawing 
their swords on foreigners. The fellow who was guilty in this 
instance was not, as was at first supposed, a retainer of Sat-+ 
suma’s, He was a Nagasaki man employed at the time by Sat- 
3uma to purchase coals, He leaves a widow and two children. 
Just, before his death he made a full confession, but said he 
was drunk at the time, and did not know what he was doing. 





CHINA, 
HANKOW, 

A public meeting was held at Hankow on the 23rd Oct, 
for the purpose of confirming what had been agreed to at the 
mectings of the 4th and 21st September, The cash or short 
credit system may now be considered as virtually established, 
in spite of Chinese duplicity and obstructiveness. We hail 
this measure as the first stop towards the dethronement of the 
tyrants who have for so many years held undisputed sway 
over the business transactions of merchants. A few years may 
see the compradores reduced to their proper position as 
servants and not masters, 

KIUBIANG. 

From this port we learn that the Englishman Mansfield, who, 
with Rohde, gave himself up to the Imperialists after the fall 
of Changchow and was subsequently imprisoned at Kauchow- 
fu, in the Kiangse province,jwas handed over to H.B.M, Consul 
on the 31st. Oct. He was dressed in Chinese clothes when he 


‘was brought to the Consulate, and had evidently suffered 


severely. He reports that Rohde was drowned by the upsetting 
of a boat while crossing a river, but, so far as we know, 
there is no reason to believe that the occurrence was not purely 
accidental. 

CHINEIANG, 

The Worth China Herald writes:—From Chinkiang we are 
informed that the native troops which have been there for 
some time are all to be moved off to the Yellow River. A 
large portion have already departed, and the whole are said to 
be under orders to leave before the week is out, Their de 
parture will greatly add to the security of the foreign 
merchants, as an end will be put to the disturbances which 
have so frequently occurred with the Imperial troops. 

We hear that a missionary gentleman has arrived in 
Shanghai, who has penetrated into the Szechuen Province and 
to the frontiers of Thibet, some thousand miles further than 
It is stated that he 
met at some place with bad treatment from the natives; but 
as yet we have not been able to obtain full particulars. 

SHANGHAI, 

The English mail of the 11th Sept, arrived out on the 2nd 
Nov. The French mail of 17th on the 6th. The dates are 
now down to the morning of the 9th Nov. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suanaual, Nov, 8, 1365, 

In my last letter I incorrectly wrote, “currente calami,” the 
2nd Nov. for the Ist, as the date on which the Autumn Race 
Meeting here was to be commenced, To the majority of tho 
dwellers on this malignant mud flat it has formed the principal 
event of interest of the past fortnight, and has passed off 
quietly, with very enjoyable weather. I cou!d not help remark- 
ing the absence of that eager bustling excitement and hot jovial 
rivalry which used to warm up former mectings, I remember, 
into such pleasant and animated pictures, Tho attendance was 
not as full as in previous years, and I was told that many had 
betaken themselves into the country on shooting excursions ; 
but whether because of a pecuniary inability to enjoy the races 
with zest by giving them a betting flavour, and a dislike to take 
them without, or because of a preference to a chance (7) of 
knocking over a braco of phoasants, I was left, and so have 
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you, to conclude, Though the racos were well contested, the 
petting was anything but brisk ; however agreeable a reficction it 
might have been to regard this as the effect, or productive of a 
reformed and higher morality, the conviction forced itself that 
“bad times” and the changed condition of trade were the real 
causes, 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B, arrived by the mail steamer 
Ganges on the 2nd November, accompanied by Lady Alcock 
and her daughter, and left here on the 7th instant in H.M.S 
Barovsa, for Tiontsin, en route to Peking. It is expected that 
an improvement in our relations with tho Chinese Government 
will be effected by his Excellency, whose appointment as 
Minister is,very generally hailed with satisfaction,” and from 
whom very much is hoped. Thero is little doubt that a strict 
and faithful observance of the treaty will bo enforced on tho 
Chineso, who have heretofore persistently disregarded it, and 
tho stipulations of which it appears their fixed policy to evade. 

During Sir R. Alcock’s stay here a deputation from the 
Municipal Council submitted to him the necessity that exists 
for modifications in the present Code of Land Regulations, and 
requested his assistance to obtain the agreement aud co-opera- 
tion of the Chineso Government, and of the representatives at 
Peking of the other Treaty Powers concerned, to a new and 
uniform Code, better adapted to the wants and changed condi- 
tion of tho settlement. His Excellency has promised to use 
his influence to obtain and legalise this much-needed revision, 

The Municipal Council have organised an office for the 
registration of Chinese servants, The present system of em- 
ploying Chinese has long been felt to be full of danger, and has 
always bcen a fruitful source of trouble and annoyance. The 
fees are sufficiently low to enable Chinamen to register them- 
selves, and with registration of name, previous employment, 
abode, &., photographs will bo received. It is to be hoped 
that foreigners will at once determine on availing of the advan- 
tages and protection which this new system must without doubt 
afford, and cease carelessly engaging the first Chinaman pre- 
senting himself, through butler or comprador, for employment, 
The lying, absenting, and “ kleptomaniacal” propensities of the 
China boy will then be checked, as the carelully registered 
records of his misdoings, peculiarities and perversities of 
character, together with the incontrovertible carte de visite, will 
at once make him “lose facey,” and render his finding re-em- 
ployment at foreigners’ hands rather “ dubisome.” 

This model settlement has during the past few years of its 
existence grown most amazingly. In wealth, in importance, 
and in size, it has developed into a big city. It has its nume- 
rous banking establishments, its imposing buildings, its majestic 
bund, its workshops, factories, and docks, its Supreme Court of 
Justice, its energetic Municipal Council, and intelligent, active 
police ; its lawyers, doctors, merchants, and brokers; its re- 
gattas, race-course, and Rotten-row; its cricket, rackets, and 
croquet. But it has now reached a further development. Not 
tho least good thing it possesses is its hospital, with 80 beds, 
for which, with advice, medicine, attendance, and food, patients 
pay a small daily sum, according to the accommodation given 
them. It is self-supporting, and, during the past yoar, I under- 
stand, has proved a profitable investment to the sharcholdera, 
The object now desired is to open a free ward, of six or eight 
beds, for patients too poor to pay avy one of the present scale 
of charges, and it is to collect funds for accomplishing this that 
Shanghai makes a new step in civilisation by the ladies holding 
a “Fancy Bazaar” on New Year's Day. 

Tho British barque Helen Douglas, which left this port on the 
16th Sept., bound to Singapore, was lost off Foochow on the 
22nd inst., by the shifting of mud and shingle ballast during a 
severe gale, The vessel was thrown on her beam-ends, and, 
when she capsized, threw all hands into the sea, Several clung 
to floating bits of wreck and boats which had been smashed 
in lowering ; and two of the crew, James Campbell, steward, 
and Charles Lamborn, A.B, after drifting about on a sort of 
raft for two nights and days were ultimately picked up by a

In the absence of the Chairman, Mr. W. Delano, jun., Mr. R. S. 
Walker, the hon. secretary, informed Sir Rutherford Alcock that the 
deputation had sought the interview in consequence of a resolution arrived 
at by the local committee of the China Railways Company (Limited) 
that all further action in regard to the objects of the company 
should be suspended till bis Lxcellency's arrived at Hong Kong. 
The secretary informed Sir Rutherford that in February of last year 
Sir Macdonald Stephenson, as he might be aware, visited Hong 
Kong and Canton, and collected the views of the merchants and 
others, native and foreign, as to the advantages that would accruc to China 
from a system of railway He also obtained much valuable information 
connected with the facilities for constructing railways in China, and pub- 
lished the result ina pamphlet, accompanied by a map, copies of which 
were freely distributed here and elsewhere. A compauy was formed in 
London, and it was thought advisable by the directors that a local com- 
mittee should be constituted in Hong Kong to co-operate with the Lo: 
don board, this system having been found to work well on the first intro- 
duction of railways in India and elsewhere. 

The line which the Board recommended to the special notice of the 
local committee was a short one of about 12 miles, tan Canton to Fat- 
aban, capable of being quickly and cheaply laid down, and likely to be 
remunerative. A committee was accordingly formed, who, at their first 
meeting, resolved that the views of the Viccroy of Canton should 0e, if 
possible, obtained unofficially in a private interview, for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether he would lend his countenance and co-operation 
towurds effecting the objects of the company. 

Mr. D. B. Robertson, H. Consul at Canton, was therefore con- 
sulted as to the feasibility of carrying out the committee's suggestion; but 
Mr, Robertson's reply was not favourable, as his Excellency would see 
from the report of the interview, from which he would now trouble him 
with an extract. 

“ Report of the proceedings?at an interview between D. B. Robertson, 
Eaq., H.B.M.’s Consul at Canton, and Messrs. W. Delano, Jun., and 
Robert S. Walker, Chairman and Honorary Secretary to the Local 
Committee of the China Railways Company (Limited), held on the

carrying out the scheme. he had previous to his visiting Hong Kong teken 
an nity during an interview with his Excellency the Governor- 
General of the Two Quwang Provinces, of mentioning privately the sub- 
ject of the introduction of railways into Chins, and that a meeting bad 
been held in Hong Kong to discuss the question. During the conversa- 
tion he did not fail to impress upon bis Kxcellency the yreat and oume- 
ous benefits that would result to China from a system of railways He 
fourd that the subject was by no means a new one to tha Viceroy, and 
that his Excellency had heard and read a good dea! on the matter ; in 
fact, he was perfectly aware that the scheme was on fout. 
His Excellency listened most attentively and courteously to all that be 
.d upon his notice, but commissioned hia to inform the Committee 
that he bad no power whatever to grant permission fur the prosecution of 
any such object, as that proposed. As regarded the penicular line sug- 
gested, viz.,J from Canton fo Fatshan, H.E. reminded him tbat euch line 
‘must pass through a district inhabited by a most turbulent and independent 
le, the land in and sarrounding whieh was owned by men mont jealous 
Of their territorial rights. 
Mr. Robertson, upon being applied to by Mr. Delano as to what he 





would recommend to be dove under circumstances, replied that be would | th 


with pleasure ask for an audience with the Viceroy, and he had no doubt that 
His Excellency would grant the interview ; but with reference to that por 
tion of the resolution of the local committee, which provided for the depu- 
tation being accompanied by the consuls of all nations, he must remind 
‘Mr. Delano that such # coune would entirely deprive the meeting of that 
unofficial character which the committee considered 1t desirable to attach 
to it. In regard, however, to the utility of a nominally unofficial inter- 
view, he had the gravest doubt on his mind, as the committee might 
depend upon his Excellency’s reply being unfavourable, and if so he ( Sr. 
Robertson) did not clearly sea what could be gained by it, more particu- 
arly as it would be impossible to divest from the minds of the Chinese 
Present the fact of its being anything but an official visit. He was of opi- 
ion, therefore, that anything the Viceroy might say nt the interview would 
be tantamount to an official refusal, and he (Mr. Robertson) thought that 
‘such was not a position ia which it would be advisable at the very outset 
‘to the communities: 7 aan wii 

At regarded the line of country through which it was proposed to carry 
the experimental line, he would beg to remark that a railway from Canton 
to Fatshan would traverse throuzh a portion of whut is termed the Ninety- 
six Villages, which everyone who has been long resident in Canton well 
knows to be inhabited by a people the most independent, and the most 
f i das he considered that everything depended 
the preliminary steps taken, he would strongl 
advise a very serious consideration of the circumstances he had mentioned. 

‘Mr. Robertson concluded by stating that, in his opinion, the Governor- 
General had not the power to give the necessiry authority for any under- 
taking of the kind ; nor did he think, without an Imperial order from 
Peking, that any offizial in Canton would incur the risk of an emeute on 
the part of the people which the prosecution of such a scheme would in 
all probability involve. He, however, requested Mr. Delano and Mr. 
‘Waller to covey to the committee the assurance of his readiness to assist 
them to the very utmost of his power.” 

The commitee thereupon held another meeting, at which, as already 
mentioned, it was determined to suspend all further proceedings till His 
Excellency's arrival, and it was resolved that adeputation should wait upon 
His Excellency during bis stay at this port. 

The secretary concluded by expressing a hope that Sir Rutherford 
would favour them with his best advice, an that he would extend to them 
his assistance in carrying out the object ot the company, which was in the 
first instance 10 establish an experimenial line intended to u'timutely form 

art of a grand system of railways extending from Hankow N.E.S. and 
Wr, connecting that important and central city with Peking, Shanghai, 
Canton, and the confines of our Indian possessions. 

His Excellency replied to the effect that there could be no doubt rail- 
ways Would be a great boon and blessing to the people of China, by tend- 
ing;to their civilisation and improvement and to the facilitating, by means of 
quicker communication, the Government of the country. It was clear, 
however, to his mind, and sould be doubiless to the minds of those 
present and of all associated with China, that every tneasure which tended 
fo remove and annihilate distance between the Central Seat of Govern- 
ment and the Provincial Governors, would be very unpopular with the 
latter, as it must necessarity diminish their authority and create a close 
supervision of their proceedings, Great opposition must therefore be 
naturally looked for from the Local Authorities, There would aleo-be 
difficulties connected with the compulsory sale of land which was contrary 
to allthe ideas of the Chinese. These ditticulties, however, he did not 
Took upon as 0 hard to overcome as the mandarin obstructiveness. At 
Tegarded the physical difficulties of the country he could conceive none that 
an engineer would not easily overcome. In reference to the partioular 
Tine most suitable for an ex; ental one, he wax inclined to agree with 
Mr. Roberison that the selection of that from Canton ‘o Fatshan was an 
unfortunate one, owing t the objections described by Mr. Rubertion, but 
without reference to these obstacles he thought that a line as near as pos- 
sible to the Central seat of Government would be preferable, as coming 
more under the immediate notice of those whose attention it should be 
te draw to the desirability of railways. He mus! remind the deputation, 
however. i ion which railways would be upon all the 
precon ¢ Chinese, He could searcels, taking all the 
Probable impediments into consideration, hold out much hope of a speedy 
Yealisation of their wishes; nevertheless. they might depend upon his

With the exception of a destructive fire, attended with loss 
of life, we have nothing to report from Canton, Everything is 
quiet there, and nothing has been heard of the rebels. From 
Pok-lo and the Christian villages thereabout we have nothing 
further to communicate. 

At Macao the Coolie trade is still rampant, with all its abo- 
mioations. The enquiries instituted, or said to have been in- 
stituted, by Governor Amaral, have ended in smoke. Day after 
day, some additional iniquity comes to light in eonnection with 
this horrible traffic. Coolies kidnapped, imprisoned iu barracoons, 
flogged to make them consent to sign the iniquitous contract that 
binds them to a life of slavery, marched with a strong guard to 
testify at the Government Offices to their signature as given 
voluntarily and freely, half-starved, exposed to blindness and 
disease on board ship in transit to the place of their exile 
tossed overboard or left on some barren isle to die, if loss of 
sight or sickness readers them useless to their masters, Such 
are the grand features of the Macao Coolie Trade, supported by 
the Governor in his official acts and in the semi-official paper 
he edits. Such are the horrors of a slave trade, worse than 
that of the poor African negro, which all nations ought to 
unite to put an end to. 

The lighthouse, noticed in a former number as having been 
erected on the Guia Fort, has not been in use lately, having 
been injured by fire. 

The Mail says :—The Imperial Maritime Customs, with its 
foreign inspectorate, seems to be working very smoothly and 
pleasantly just at present. We have heard no complaiuts of 
late, and the Chinese authorities at the open ports, acting 
under the advice of the heads of the Custom-house, and 
through them, have of late manifested some little energy in tho 
matter of light-houses, harboorlights, buoys, £¢.: 

The delightful weather still continues, though slightly warmer 
than usuel at this season of the year. Ono of the largest fires 
which has occurred for some years took place at West ‘Point, 
whereby some thirty houses were burned down, and the great 
need of some organisation against a like emergency was olearly 
evidenced. z 

Piracy has at last received a check of some importance by 
the joint action of two or three of the gunboats of H.M.’s 
navy: some nine or ten piratical craft havo been destroyed, 
and a loroha taken, and it is supposed some evidence has been 
secured regarding the lorcha which lately committed the out- 
rage upon the Henry Darling. Sach services are very satis- 
factory—only they would require to be repeated every other 
week, in order effectually to clear the ooast of these posts of 
the seas, It is gratifying that the vampires have had to give 

way once more before the pluck and daring of British sailors, 
still it would be even more pleasing to know that they had 
been effectually and permanently p-epared for and checkmated 
by some able move on tho part of our naval officers in these 
waters. The gunboats engaged were the Cormorant, Opposrum, 
and Leven, Captain Knevitt, by whom the largest portion of 
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work was accomplished. ‘This is the same cfficer who rea-} 
dered gach ‘ieffivient service to the French mail steamer Hy- 
daspe, for which he was presented with a gold watcly by the 
French Government. . 

Tho Rev. Dr. Legge has returned from Japan, and given at 
the Uuien Chapel an interesting account.of his visit, with which 
he has been much charmed.

A passenger for Suez by the steamer Shaftesbury, part owner 
of that ‘vessel, got into a slight fracas with another passenger 
between China and this port, and in the heat of passion struck 
his opponent once or twice. It was a case that could have 
been easily disposed of by the police magistrate without causing 
any unnecessary delay to the defendant; but although the 
vessel lay in the harbour two days no steps were taken to 
prosecute the case at the police court ; the plaintiff electing to 
Dring an action of damages against the defendant in the Civil 
Court. A warrant was obtained accordingly, and the defendant was 
detained until the case could be disposed of. The latter ad- 
mitted bis fault and offered to pay $150 to the plaintiff as 
compensation, so that he might prosecute his voyaye as he was 
in charge of a valuable cargo of silkworms’ eggs, aud did not 
like being left behind. ‘The offer was indignantly refused, and 
an absurdly exorbitant sum demanded. The defendant 
refused to comply, and os he was anxious to proceed 
by the French mail to Galle to intercept the Shaftesbury, 
his hoor the judge was moved to take the case as 
soon as possible, and he at once with his usual courtesy and 
kindness, heard it on Monday, and the result was, as was gene- 
rally anticipated, the plaintiff got a farthing damages.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA IMPORTS, 
HONG KONG. 

Corron Yann.—A very material advance has been established in the 
value of this important article during the past fortnight, and we quote it 
from 425 to 45 per bale higher than under date of last circular ; the trans- 
actions of the fortnight amount to about 550 bales, and there is now 
hardly any stock in first hands. Grey Shirtings: Since the departure of 
the last mail steamer the market for these goods has been extremely active, 
and large purchases have been made by both the native dealers and 
foreign speculators at an advance of from 40 to 50 cents per piece upon 
the prices current under date of last report, The market is now extremely 
bare of stocks, and there seems no immediate prospect of rates giving way. 
White Shirtings: Have also met with a fair amount of inquiry 
since the beginning of the month, but the extreme smallness of 
stocks has tended to restrict the actual business transacted. ‘The prices 
now demanded by holders are very high, and the Chinese are unwilling 
to purchase largely at present. Sales for the fortnight, 11,000 pieces, 
which consist, in a great measure, of goods “to arrive.” T-Cloths: The 
sales effected of these goods have been much restricted by the very short 
supplies now held by importers; prices show a material advance, and 
the dealers are willing buyers at the quotations, Settlements, 2,750 
pieces. American Drills: ‘The market continues quite bare of these manu- 
factures. White Spotted Shirtings, Dyed do, Brocades, White and 
Coloured: Th-re have not been any sales of these goods reported. Da- 
masks and Chintzes: 500 pieces of the latter have found buyers during 
the fortnight. Handkerchicfa: There are not any sales reported. 
Raw Cotton: The receipts of this staple upon the market have 
reached a moderate average during the past fortnight, and the 
settlements reported amount to about 11,000 bales of all kinds. Prices 
show an advance equal to 2.50 per picul upon Indian staple, and to = 
‘upon cotton of native growth, There are moderate supplies known to be 
on the way from India, but it is not probable tbat these will be continued 
with the high quotations which are obtainable on the home side, while the 
price of the staple in the north of China is now quite as high as with us. 

‘he settlements on the Canton market amount to 4,500 bales, principally 
Bengal cotion, 

Woo.trns.—Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies’ and Habit 
Cloths: The sales reported amount to about 950 pieces of the first named, 
which have been purchased at slightly higher prices than were obtaivabl e 
last month, Long Elis: Are very firmly maintained in value, and have 
met with a fair amount of inquiry, the sales reported are 1,500 pieces. 
Camlets: 340 pieces have found’ buyers at previous rates. Lastings : 
pales of 400 picces are reported. Blankets: 500 pairs have found 

ayers. 

Merars.—TIron Nail Rod, &c.: The quotations in this colony for the 
various qualities of iron imported show but little alteration when compared 
with those given under date of last report, while the large purchases then 
advised appear to have fully satisfied the immediate requirements of the 
dealers. Settlements, which are limited to nail rod, amount to 820 piculs. 














In the Canton market the value is slightly higher, and the settlements are 
put at 930 piculs, Lead: This article is slowly alvaneing in price, and 
sales of 1,200 piculs are reported from Canton. Tin; 1,500 alubs have 
found buyers during the fortnight, Tio Plates: 1,600 boxes have been 
sold. Steel: Nothing doing. 

Coats.—Hoxe Koxe.—One cargo only has arrived since the date of 
last report, but it has not been placed on the market, There are no tan~ 
s actions to report. Holders to arrive are firm, and the prospects for the 
next few cargoes that may come to market are decidedly favourable. 
Meanwhile the price of English may be called Welsh 312.40, 
Australian 8 to 29, Shanghai: Since the 25th uiumo, the 
rates for coals have continued firm for all descriptions, and 
as purchasers have been more willing to accede 10 the prices 
demanded, there has been greater aclivity in the market than 
heretofore. English Steam Coals have been sold from ship at 9.7.5 tls. 
per ton, and Cardiffs at 10.7.5tls, per ton; from godown the last current 
rates have been paid. American Coals have been in good request tor 
Chinese account, and sales have been effected at 1.2.5 tls. to 13.3.0 tls, 
per ton from gadown. Sydney Coals remain as per our last, all the stocks 
afloat having been cleared at8 tls. per ton.

Tea.—Canton.—There has been a quict market during the past 
fortnight, and transactions have been Tieaited oning to tho » of the 
finer sorts, which buyers seem rather inclined towards. Five chops of 
country Congous have been taken at full prices. leaving only two in stock, 
one of which arrived in the early part of the fortnight. Country Greens: 
Some 1,400 half-chests have been settled at about former rates, which 
closes the season with the exception of one chop for which the holder is 
asking an extreme price. Canton Greens: 1,000 boxes Imperial and 100 
half-chests 1yson have been taken for the Continent at full prices. Canton= 
made Teas: A few parcels of Congou have been taken, and a moderate 
business done in Scented kinds, consisting principaliy of the common to 
medium grades at former prices. 

Amoy.— During the carly part of last month this market was tolerably 
quiet, and continued so with gradually drooping rates, but during the last 
few days the teamen have been firm for an advance, and purchases cannot 
now be made except at a rise of $1 to $2 from the lowest point ot the 
market. 

Foocnow.—Congou: For a few days after the last mail left, settle 
‘ments continued to be made at last quotations ; but on the receipt of the 
English mail, bringing more favourable news of the state of the home 
market, numerous buyers came forward, and a large business has since 
been done at higher prices: say 5 mace on dusty and common, and 1 to 
2 taelson flavory kinds. Supplies are coming in freely, and are expected 
to be in excess ‘of last season at least 50,000 chests. Souchong e 
market has been nearly cleared of these ; the commoner grades being taken 
for America, whilst a few chops of Jst crop teas held over by the teamen, 
have been settled for the Continent at prices showing an advance on open= 
ing rates. . Oolongs are taken as soon as they arrive, and may be quoted 1 
to 2taels dearer. The fourth erop as anticipated, has offered a better 
selection, and a few chops extra fine have been secured at 26 to 30 taels. 

Suancuat.—Black : During the fortnight there bas been an active 
business in Blaci Tea, and prices have advanced from one to two tacle 
since the date of our last. The advices from London are considered very 
satisfactory. Our stocks are now so much reduced as to show clearly that 
the season's supply is coming to an end, and our advices from Hankow 
and Kiukiang lead us to accept little more from these ports. Settlements 
have been as under:—7 chops third crop Oopack, at 22 to 27.30 twels 5 
30. chops third crop Ningchow, at 28to 29 tacls; 6 chops third 
crop Oonahm, at 20 to 24 taels; 3 chops third crop Hobow, at 
16 to 18.5 taels, Green:; A large business has again been doing 
in Country Teas, and there ‘has been considerable competition for finest 
‘chops ; on these classes we can report an advance of two taels. Sun sun- 
mow-Kee has fetched 45 taels proportion, and other known chops 42 to 43 
taels, Pingsueys are now becoming scarce, and command full rates, five 
chops are reported as settled at 32 to 87} taels. Shanghai-packed kinds 
remain neglected, but are in small supply. 

Yoxouaua.—We have to report considerable activity in our tea mar- 
ket during the past fortnight, and every parcel of good quality has been 
bought up eagerly for the American market. Prices have continued to 
advance, and they now show a rise of fully £3 per picul on our quotations 
of the 15th inst. 

Nacasaxr.—The article has continued in fair demand at a slight re- 
duction on former rates; settlements for the munth amount to about 3,500 
piculs of good medium to fine ki Stocks of fine deseription are very 
light, and of finest only a few trifling parcels have as yet been received. 

Raw Sivk.—SHancwat—Thissteamer takes 1,484 bales silk for South~ 
ampton, 201 do, for Marseilles, and 839 cases silkworms' eggs for Suez and 
Marseilles. During the past fortnight business has been on a reduced scale, 
and settlements arc limited to 300 to 40U bales ; buyers apparently finding 
litle in the later European advices to encourage them in paying 1s. Gd. to 
2s, per Ib. in advance of last London qutations. Supplies from the interior, 
on the other hand, have been arriving pretty freely, giving us an unsold 
stock of at least 2,500 bales, representing nearly every description of silke 
‘The settlements since the date of our last issue are estimated at only 2,700 
bales, giving a total from the Ist June to date of 43,200 bales (viz.s 
36,250 bales Chinas, and 6,930 bales Japans), against a total of 23,500 for

Consequently, all vessels bearing the French flag will be 
allowed to trade between the ports of those countries without being called 
upon to pay tonnage dues oftener than once in four months, whatever may 
have been the number of voyages they may have made. ‘This measure is 
also applicable to French vessels trading berween one Chinese port and 
another without touching at any foreign port, and also to junks and other 
veisels emploved by French merchants in’ coasting operations, which 
hitherto have been exempt from all tonnage dues under the 22nd article 
of the treaty of Tien-tsin.”

Continental Lntelligence, 


RUSSIA, GERMANY, &. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameore, Dec, 13. 


In the last number of the proceedings of the Russian Im- 
perial Geographical Society are some interesting particulars 
ovncerning the Russian trade in the interior of China, com- 
amunicated by Mr. N. Ivanoff, the agent of the corporation of 
merchants at Kischta, ‘Ibat gentleman was sent in 1861 on 
a mercautile mission to the town of Hankow, on the banks of 
the Yang-tse-Kinng, and resided there four years, during whioh 
period be had full opportunities of studying the mc¢ «¢ in which 
the Chinese gather the tea leaves and the way thes cry and 
Peopare them for tho market. In conjunction wifi bis 
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associates, the merchants, J. J. Okuloff and I. F,. Tutwakoff, 
heZ established a commercial house at 'jHankow, and 
opened there a tea manufactory, which was subsequently 
increased to five, the operatious being performed by the aid of 
Chinese workmen. They placed themselves in direct, com- 
munication with the owners of the tea plantatious .in the 
Ticinity, and bought from them all their tea leaves in the raw 
state, In this manver they manufactured, during the season 
of 1863,-no lesa than 1,700 chests of black tea, 11,000 chests 
of brick, and 540 of flowery, They cculd afford to sell their 
produce cheaper than the Chinese, and the quality of their teas 
found great favour in Russia. 

‘This Mr. Ivanoff, his. associates, and other merchants of 
Kiachta, have since begun to trade with the Chinese in other 
articles of Russian merchandise, which they get partly by land 
from Kiachta, and import them partly by sea. The experience 
they have mado in this branch of business has led to tha con- 
viction that cloth and other woollen manufactures imported 
into Chins from the West of Europe cannot compete with the 
same description of goods made in Russia, Thus he. states 
that cases have come under his own observation where. the 
8ime qualities of cloth manufactured in Belgium and England 
are deficient in weight of materials as compared to the Russian, 
acd mentions an instance where a piece of European. cloth, of 
30 arschines in length, weighed only 231b., where.a, piece of 
Ruasiap, though only 25 arachines long, weighed 38lbs. For many 
years past European merchants are. in the habit of importing 
into China, for sale to the natives, cheap woollen manufactures, 
such a8 long ells, Spanish stripes, and blankets, the avnuai sale 
of which amounts to more than five millions of roubles... da 
examining the samples of such goods, which have been for- 
warded to the manufacturers at Moscow, it has been ascertained 
that they are made of Russian wool, in consequeuce of which 
orders from Kiachta merchants have now been given to Moscow 
manufacturers for considerable quantities of long ells and other 
woollen goods at London prices. E 

The Trieste Zeitung states that Mr. R, Heinsen, partner in the 
house of Messrs, Siemssen and Co., of Shanghai, who was lately 
appointed to the post of Austrian Consul at that port, bas not 
been recognised in that capacity by the Chinese Government, on 
the grounds that there is no treaty existing betweeu Austria 
and China, and that only consuls appointed by Governments 
having commercial relations with the Celestial Empire receive 
the Imperial Exequatur. “It is fortunate,” adds the above- 
named journal, “ that the Prussian Consuls good-naturedly, and 
with great zeal, take under their protection the Austrian cap- 
tains that are wandering about in the Chinese waters 
without any claim to assistance, and almost’ repudiated 
by their own Government.” ‘This is no doubt perfectly 
true, but it shows a culpable neglect on the part of Austria to 
subject their national flag to the indignity of having to seek 
aid and protection from the Consul of any other Power, instead 
of taking measures to secure the right by treaty of appointing 
recognised Consuls of their own in China.

The most important political incident since my Jest letter 
is the motion of Count van Zuyleo, to inquire into the 
influence exercised by the Cabinet ups the elections in 
Limburg (by the letters of which yox have before heard), 
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which was rejected by 53 votes to 18—the latter belonging to 
the regular Opposition. 

‘The First Chamber fs working in the sections, and will, 
witbin a few days, begin to discuss the budgets. 

At the election in Limburg, Mr. Maesen de Sombreff was 
elected Member of the Second Chamber by 1,033 of the 1,6 1 
votes, This is the member who was obliged to resign ‘is seat 

ecause he had been the means of giving publicity to aprivate 
letter, addressed to him by Mr. Betz, through which fact the 
Minister was so compromised that he also was compelled to 
send in his resignation. 

From the outbreak of the rinderpest in this country to the 
26th November, 11,348 beasts have been attacked, of whom 
3,343 died, 3,174 were slaughtered, and 3,206 recovered. 

The supervision of the Culture Bill, in the sectious of the 
Second Chamber, is finished. The report has not yet been 
printed. : 

Our eminent novelist, Mr. J. van Lennep, has just published 
a novel in five yolumes—* Klaasje Zevenster.” “Mr. v, Lennep 
is now seventy years old, but he has not yet lost the youthful 
animation of the period when he wrote his “ Ferdinand 
Huych,” which has been translated into the English, French, 
and German languages, 

The death of the King of the Belgians has caused but little 
sensation here. The press in general has spoken of him as he 
mierited—as a good officer, who showed himself a skilful admin- 
istrator in State affairs, an‘ adroit diplomatist, and perbaps the 
most sagacious of constitutional sovereigns, Not oue bitter word 
has been uttered regarding the events of 1830, Justice was done 
to his memory, and the past was forgotten. No one supposed 
here that the Dike of Brabant would meet with the slightest 
obstacle to his succession. The rumours that France would 
attempt to annex the kingdom, as well as the supposed plans of 
Count’ von Bismark, &c., were laughed at. The notion that we 
also were to become a part of Belgium is happily only a canard 
hatched by the Siecle; we certain'y should decline to annex 
any part of that kingdom ; wo would rather abandon the rotten 
part of our own State, the province of Limburg, which is and 
always has been ill-disposed to our Government. Nothing is 
heard of any wpproaching agitation in Belgium. All parties 
seerh to Be vying’ with each other in expressions of loyalty. 
Perhaps it is the threatened loss of national independence 
which has induced thom to forget party differences and to warn 
thom that they must rally around the throne. 


, P.S,—The First ChamberYis voting the Eulget, ani will 
have finighed its business by the new year. The Second 
Chamber has adjourned for the Christmas recess, and will 
probably not re-assemble till the middle of February. It is

With regard to the question of the free exportation of silk- 
worms’ eggs from Japan, the Trieste Zeitug contaius the fol- 
lowing remarks :— 

“ Tt is well known that the hopes of all the silk producers in those coun- 
tries tha: have suffered for many years from the mortality among their own 
breed of silkworms are now concentrated on receiving theit supplies of 

ins’ from Japan, It is true that experience tcaclies us that even the 
n breed, that was at first supposed 10 be proof against the disease, 
when transported to other countries degenerates in quality and becomes 
liable in some degree to the disease und mortality aiter a few genera~ 
tions; but they are not so much affected as the breeds from China and 
other parts of Asia, which have all been tried in succession and found 
lamentably wanting. It ix, therefore, no wonder the sale of silkworms? 
‘eggs should now have become an important branch of trade, not oaly at 
Yokohama but also at Hong Kony. 

“Hitherto there was a prohibition 
these ‘grains from Japan, the contravention of which was both 
difficult’ and dangerous, and thus purchasers had to take all 
that they could fiud—the good and the bad together—without 
any legal claica for compeusation of redress; for there are some 
sorts in Japan that produce continuous generations (polivoltin:) and 
others that only give one (the anauaii). Only the green, the yellow, 
and the white of the laiter sort can be depended on, and are successful 
when bred in other couatries. 

“In making purchases even in Japan no guarantee could be obtained 
for the genuineness of the goods, and the high premiums paid to smug~ 
glers gave riseto the most atrocious falsificutions in China and even in 
Europe, cases having been detected where real Japan egus have been 
detached from the original paper, and spurious ones substituted. 

“ Under these circumstances it in pleasant to know that the Gover 
ment of Japan has abolished the prohivition ana thrown open the export 
trade in ailkworms’ eggs to general compeiitioa, placing them 
on the same footing as the other articles of export permitted 
by the treaties. The obtaining this vauable commolity is thus 
greatly facilitated, and Italian, French, and Austrian experts may 
Bow be sent out as special agents to Yokohama to make purchases of silk 
worms’ eggs, Which is the more desirable as the Japanese are not ac- 
<vainted with the mode of packing them for along sea voyage, and the 
porchaser has to run the risk of their arriving in @ spoiled or defective 
state,

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Austrians are recommended to apply in the first instance to Mr. Con- 
sul Overbeck, their energetic representative at Hong Kong, who will with 
pleasure advise them how to proceed, and the overland route is 
specially pointed out as the best and quickest, both for the 
conveyance of the persons and the silkworms’ eygs which take up but 
little space and less weight. Those who go out in March may arrive in 
Japan ria Hong Kong before the period of eeg crop—which is from 
August to October—and may apply to Mr. Fraser, the managing partner 
of the Liverpool house of Messrs. Charles Saunders and Co. The 
English maintain, and this is important for those who have no special 
agent in Japan, that the slikworms’ eggs ca: be obtained by way of Liver- 
pool for half the price they would cost. by the usual route to Marseilles or 
Genoa. It may here be mentioned that the Austrian Consuls at Liver- 
pool and Hong Kong, as well as the one at Shanghai, have reeeived special 
instructions from the Minister at Vienna to pay every attention to the 
execution of orders for ons’ eggs, aud “give ‘their best advice 
and assistance to Austrian subjeets applying to them for information no 
the subject.” ‘ 

Another joint-stock company is in course of formation at 
Trieste, planned and projected by Mr, Revoltella,a largo ship- 
owner of that port. Its object is to buiid and sail vesscls under 
the Austrian flag to China and the Mast. It is to be called the 
“ Austrian Company of Shipowners," with their head-quarters 
at Trieste. The capital is nominally to be 3,000,000 florins, but 
for the present only one-third of that amount will be paid up, 
it being deemed more prudeut to begin in a comparatively 
small way and extend their operations if successful. When the 
provisional committce applied to the new Minister for Trade to 
ask for his protection and support of the undertaking, that 
practical oficer not only cheerfully promised it, but pointing 
out the great development that inust accrue to the trade of 
Austria on the opening and completion of the Suez Canal, ex- 
pressed his hape that the Company’s ships would frequent it 
often. “But,” added the Minister, “we must be prepared to 
meet the emergency when we sco an extension of trade so 
near: the port of Trieste cannot contain more than 250 
vessels, and has no accommodation even for them to load and 
discharge at yaays.” And thea he concluded by promising 
that the long projected plan of improving and eplarging the 
harbour of ‘Trieste should be commenced next spring, so as to 
be ready for increased tiafie by the time the Sucz Caual is 
opened.

MORTALITY OF TROOPS AT HONG KONG, 


Thefollowing letters havebeen published in The Times :-— 

Sin,—With reference to your leading article of to-day on the subject of 
sickness in Hong Kong, it is only right your readers should know the 
reasons which led to the addition of a second European regiment to the 
garrison there at such a period of the season as June. Up to April, 1865, 
one European regiment and one Madras native regiment shared the duties 
of the garrison ; the European regiment occupied the Murray Barracks, 
than which there are not finer in the East; the native regiment occupied 
mat sheds, neither wind-tight nor water-tight, the floorings of which were 
raised only a few feet from the common soil—a highly objectionable style 
of residence in a sanitary point of view, and quite unsuited for Europeans. 
From the motives of economy, to save Indian allowances” *grauted to 
staf and regimental officers while they served in the same garrison with 
Indian troops, it was recommended from the War-office and ordered from 
home that the native regiment (22nd Madras) should be withdrawn and 
replaced by the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regiment, from the Cape. 

This waa done, and the results detailed by you have been unfortunately 
arrived at ; a state of things which everyone on the spot predicted when 
it was known that Europeans had to live in such shed buts and would have 
all the duties to perform, meny of the guard-rooms, designed for natives, 
being quite unfit from locality and construction for other use. 

Urgent representations were made in April and May by the principal 
medical authority to have the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regimentstopped 
at Singapore, where eapacious barracks existed unoccupied, and so. pre= 
vent their arriving in Hong Kong till the winter, or until proper and suit- 
able barrack accommodation was provided. Had this been attended 
to much life would have been spared; but, with three years’ experience 
of Hong Kong, I think it only fair to say that European troops, 
setting aside the philanthropic or humane view of the cae, are too costly. 
materials to be put to all the drudgery of every duty in such’a climate, and 
it will only be when native troops are again employed to save the 
Suropeans from fatigue and exposure that we shall hear no more of the 
revived unhealthiness of Hong Kong, which island for years past up to the 
Present has been earning for itself by its improved salubrity quite au oppo 
site title. 

To save about £3,000 a year in “ Indian allowances” the country will 
have to pay £12,000 as expenses consequent on the mortality and sickness 
that have al taken pl: which should be a severe lesson to the cute 
ting-down policy of the present day, whereby life, as in this instance, has 
been recklessly ‘sacrificed to bring about some paltry saving. The same 
parsimonious system also reduced tho number of medical officers on the 
island, leaving no margin for increased work, sickness, or mortality among 
them.—TI remain, your obedient servant, CuINEssis.

Sir,—I see it stated in the letter signed “ Chinensis,” in The Ties of 
this morning, that the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regiment arrived at 
Hoag Koug in the month of June. It is, indeed, astonishing that such 
an arrangement could have been made in the present day, experience 
having shown the danger of sending troops to cominence their service 
there at an improper period of the year. I was for many years at Hong 
Kong, and have had much experience of the place. On the 17th of June 
of one of the years I passed in China a detachment arrived from England 
in perfect bealih. It consisted of 5 sergeants, 5 corporals, and 144 men. 
On the 22nd August following, of this detachment, there were effective 
only 4 sergeants, 4 corporals, and 77 men; 11 were dead. One sergeant 
and 13 men were in hospital ashore, and 1 corporal and 43 men were 
invalids on board ship, The 11th Regiment has exemplified the same 
mistake on a larger scale. 

Your correspondent adds that the Murray Barracks are fine ones, and so 
they are, and ought to be from the amount they cost the country; but, 
uniortunately, they are placed ina locality where malaria abounds, some 
Years to a more fatal extent thaa at others. The Murray Barracks cons 
sist of three parallel ranges of buildings ; the first line, near the sea, is 
‘occupied by the officers, the second and third ranges by the soldiers. At 
one time the third range had to be abandoned, it was so fatally unhealthy 
to the men stationed in it; and it was unoccupied, except as stores, for & 
considerable period. There is a small swamp a short distance from the 
rear or third range of building which had the character of engendering 
the malaria. 

The impropriety of the site chosen for the barracks was poirted out 
before they were buiit by one of much experience in eastern climates, but, 
unfortunately, his suggestions were unheeded, and much loss of valuable 
lite and great suifering have been the result. 

The first year I was at Hong Kong the garrison consisted of 45 com- 
missioned oflicers, including staff, and 1,028 men of all other ranks. ~The 
deaths in that period amounted to 4 officers and 134 men. The admis~ 
sions into hospital were 3,933 among the soldiers, and 114 among the 
officers, Thus, on the average, each man was nearly six times and each 
officer three times under medical treatment in the year. 

Nowthat the question is before the public, it is to be hoped that the con- 
dition of the soldier may be improved im China. He should have as little 
night duty and guard mounting as possible, He might be employed 
at the Naval-vard, the Ordnance stores, in keeping roads in repair, XC. 
by which he would carn an addition to his pay, to be partly expended on @ 
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for style of messing, which the climate requires. No bed result 
would attend out-door occupation with proper covering for the head. 
‘The Sappers were tho most healthy part of the force ; their minds were 
employed, and their amount of pay enabled them to live better than the 
other soldiers, and they had not the wearisome duty of standing sentry 
night afier night, in an unhealthy tropical climate over scores and other 
places that might have been made equally secure with good locks and a 
native policeman ; and, above all, the men should not be kept more than 
two years on the island. civis.

Sin,— You have lately exposed the terrible sickness of the troops at 
Hong Kong, and your correspondents have shown the cause of it—mis- 
taken economy on the part of the authorities, who send Europeans to do 
duty in a climate which Orientals alone can stand. The Indian native 
troops have been removed because of the expense entailed by their being 
there, and Englishmen have taken their place, but 1 would beg to sugzest 
that efliciency and economy might both be obtained by raising for service 
in Hong Kong and elsewhere a few regiments of the natives of China. 1 
‘venture to assert, from having seen the Coolie Corps in 1857-8, that the 
natives of China are the makings of better soldiers than those of India. 
‘They are strong, hardy, willing—can stand heat and cold, and, having no 
religious prejudices, will eat anything they can get, from beef and plum- 
pudding, to rice and rats. 

Ask Major Temple, who commanded the Coolie Corps, or ask Lieut.- 
Colonel C. Gordon, Royal Engineers, who have both had to do with 
Chinamen, of what sort they are, and whether under British officers they

That the tropical climate of the East is unfavourable to European 
constitutions is undoubtedly true, but it is no less true that in most cases a 
judicious selection of stations for our troops, guided solely by stratesical 
‘and sanitary considerations, would greatly mitigate the evils under which 
our army is suffering in China and in India. This I know to be the 
‘opinion of eminent military men who have had opportunities of judging 
for themselves, and it cannot but strike any one that radical reform in that 
direction is becoming absolutely necessary. 

We have the startling fact before us that the Engtish army is now 6,000 
amen below its strength, and such is the severe strain upon our army in the 
East that our infantry of the line contribute 4,600 meu to the above 
number. 

‘The 54 regiments and battalions of infantry in India are 3,000 men 
below their strength, leaving only 1,600 men wanting to complete the 
remaining 87 regiments and battalions of our service. It should be re- 
membered that we are at peace, and that every exertion has been made to 
raise recruits; but the public will observe from these figures where the 
shoe pinches. 

Tt appears usual at home to judge of the strain on our forces by the 
number of deaths which take place in India per 1,000 men in each year; 
but this hardly shows the true amount of suifering and lossto the service 
and to England. 

J cannot say what China has contributed to the list ofdeaths and invalids 
in the ycars 1863 and 1854; but, as far as India is concerned, perhaps a 
little information may be useful to the public. It must be borne in mind 
that those two years were very healthy years in India. 1 shall first take 
the year 3863. The total strength of tt nglish army in India was 6 
men; there were 110,307 admissions to hospital; 1,446 men 
2,422 were invalided to England; of these invalids 150 died during the 
passage home, making up the deaths to 1,596, and 1,366 were discharged 
at home, as unfit for further service. This shows a loss from 67,525 
of 2,962, or, to make it plainer, about 44 men per 1,000. It thus be 
seen that in estimating the drain on our army in the East, care should be 
taken to follow the effects of the tropical climate on our invalids, and to 
mark that the discharging of so many poor fellows cannot but have a bad 
effect on recruiting, when they mix in their helpless condition with the 
class whence they were drawn. 

T cannot enter so fully into what took place in the year 1864, but the 
information, as far as it extends, may not be without interest, It appears 
that, notwithstanding the number of recruits sent out from home, the 67,525 
men of the year before had declined to 66,175 in 1864, showing a 
difference of 1,350 men. ‘The year, however, was very healthy, for out 
of the 66,175 men 1, died and 3,000 were invalided. How many of 
these invalids died during their pasge home, and how many others were 
discharged as unfit for service, 1 cannot tell; but it will be observed that 
4,202 men appears a great many to lose from 66,000 soldiers, and the total 
number who died and were invalided in those two healthy years deserves 
attention, and will prepare us for what may be expected when the returns 
for the unlicalthy year of 1805 are laid before the public. Most of the 
regiments have been from six to eight years in the country, so that the 
invaliding, at least, will be very heavy, every year after six years’ Indian 
service adding largely to the number of broken-down constitutions, 
Cholera has been busy this year, but the accounts from India, except froma 
private sources, are, to say the least, misty ; it has, however, been ascer- 
tained that a wing of the 45th Regiment, or about 400 men, have lost 
60 men and 31 women and children from that disease at Neemuch ; this, 
numbers considered, almost rivals the losses of the 11th Regiment at 
Hong Kong, and creates the desire to know if our army in the East is dis- 
tributed on strategical and sanitary considerations. We have now three 
able generals at home who could give the necessary information. ave 
Sir Hugh Rose, Sir Hope Grant, and Sir Edward Lugard ever been 
consulted ?—Y our obedient servant, Ousrrver.

Those who are most interested on this point are, doubtless, the mercan- 
tile community, and yet they have given their opinion that there is no 
necessity whatever fora military establishment being kept up in China— 
nay more, they have protested against the burden and tax thus imposed 
upon them for no earthly ure whatsoever. Our troops for some time past 
have been entirely removed from Shanghai, which in every way is @ far 
more important and rising settlement, being situated at the mouth of the 
great Yangtze-Kiang River, which, throughout its immense long wind- 
ing course, collects more than half the produce of the whole of China, 
and were double our English capital, interests, and shipping is concerned, 
and yet everything procceds in perfect regularity, both life and property 
are in far greater security than in Hong Kong, where two English regi- 
ments, together with a considerable body of artillery, enginvers, aud a 
brilliant staff, consisting of a general, assistant, and deputy-assistant, 
adjutant and quartermaster-general, et hoc genus onne, are to be met 
with at every corner of the town. The great secret of all this is that the 
Chinese are daily becoming more and more convinced that it is to their 
interest to keep on good terms without the European element. Volunteer 
corps have been introduced everywhere with the greatest success, and now 
there only remains the establishment of a good poli 
Shanghai, again, most conspicuously shines out in oppo: 
sister—and there is positively no further need’of our sendin 
after regiment of good and valuable British troops to be auniisilated yearly 
from the pestiferous miasmas by night, and the equally dunzerous effects 
of the sun by day. The faulty system and the want of proper barrack 
accommodation, together with the injudieious supplanting a black regi- 
ment by awhite one, has no doubt caused part of the Gisaster; but the 
standing fact must always remain apparent to our military authorities, viz., 
that white troops are unable to bear up against the sun in China; nor are 
they better adapted for the duties of nightwork, during six months in the 
year at any rate. But “ such vast interests as we possess in China cannot 
be left unprotected.” It is true the politieal horizon looks calm enough ; 
but our experience, dearly bought in that country, has taught us to put but 
Jittle faith in John Chinaman. — His paper is valueless. ani so forth, many 
people will arzue, with a considerable amount of plausibility on their side. 
“ Very well, then, if troops be required, they shall always be forthcoming 
and ready for any work they are put to.” “We have two excellent sta- 
tions within a week's easy steam of any part of the China coast— 
one in the north, Japan, where the climate is as bracing as in 
England; the other in the south, Singapore, it is true, with a 
highly tropical temperature, but equally sclubrious, judging from the 
ollicial returns hitherto transmitted to the War-office, anc, being about 
equidistant between Calcutta and China, it would bave the additional 
advantage of being always able to send troops in either dircetion, as they 
might be wanted. In addition to all this the local Government, a short 
time back, built a fine range of barracks, sufficient for the accommodation 
of two whole regiments ; these hitherto remained unoccupied, but would 
be admirably adapted for the present circumstances, Hong Kong is 
valuable as a dockyard for our navy, and affords an excellent harbour for 
our mercantile shipping passing up and down the coast of China; but for 
no other possible purpose. When Canton was a place of trading im. 
portance, which it continues no longer to be, owing to the opening of s0 
many better ports up the coast, and the great river mentioned above, and 
when the supremacy of British arms was not thoroughly recognised by 
the Chinese, it was considered advisible to have a larye standing force to 
keep them in awe, and from time to time bring them to reason ; but there 
is no further necessity for that now. Our occupation of Canton, and the 
march on to Peking settled the question for ever. 

Why should the navy not look after its own property ?_ We have a large 
flect on the Ctioa station lying idle the greater put of the year, and ill 
adapted, on account of so many of its vessels being of such great draught 
of water, to cope with the ever-increasing piracy on the coast. Surely 
on the same principle as the French‘earry out iv Jupan, a sullicient number 
might be landed to watch over our dockyard, arsenal, and magazines, at 
any rate, assisted by the native watchinen, who have not only hitherto 
proved themselves to be more vigilant and sharp in every way 
than our British sentrics, but are to be thoroughly depended 
upon on all occasions, and enjoy a perfect immunity from the 
evil effects of that treacherous climate; these can and have 
been kept up at a trifling expense to Government, which is exerting itself 
in reducing army expenditure in China, only untortunatcly its latest ex- 
periment of substituting for the Indian scale a newly-hatched chimera of 
the War-office has resulted, as everybody knew beforehand, in a decided 
failure. Let us hope, then, that the authorities will set themselves to their 
task once more, and benefiting by past experieuce bring torward another 
scheme which will bear some good fruit in its result, instead of the present 
one, which is loathed by the soldier and ridiculed by the civilian.— Yours, 
he.

JAPAN, 


In our last issue we had occasion to comment on a partially 

unintelligible telegram received from Shanghai, which an- 
nounced, or seemed to announce, that the Foreign Ministers 
had gone on an expedition to open Osaka to foreign trade. 
The obscureness of the message, and the apparently hopeless 
nature of such an expedition as that indicated, induced us for 
the moment to believe that a mistake had been made in the 
destination of the expedition, and that some other port was 
meant, perhaps one intended to serve as a substitute for Nea- 
e-gata. Our doubts are, however, now at an end, the 
mail just received having brought intelligence of the actual 
departure of the allied squadrons, with the British, French, 
and Dutch Ministers, for Hiogo. Although the objects 
of this movement were not officially announced, they 
were confidently believed to be, firstly, the opening of Hiogo 
at an early period, and, secondly, the Mrkapo’s ratilica- 
tion to the treaties. The expedition sailed from Yokohama 
on the 1st November, and the result has beeu—if there be any 
trath in telegrams—a complete failure. 
: We have not been kept long in suspense, a message just re- 
ceived from Shanghai, dated 25th of November, stating that 
“The Mixapo had refused to open the ports, The 
“Foreign Ministers had referred the question to their 
“tespective Governments. The fleets had returned to 
“Yokohama.” And thus  ingloriously ends tho first 
attempt to bring foreign intercourse directly under the notice 
of the Mixapo. We fear the attempt has been made with 
somewhat injudicious haste. Energy and promptitude are cer- 
tainly necessary in a high degree in dealing with such a Govern. 
ment as that of Japan, and wo would be tho last to undervalue 
such important qualifications. But has not this step been 
taken a little too suddenly ? We think so. Diplomacy has often 
been likened to a game at chess; and, to adopt that simile, 
Sir Harry Parkes is in the position of a player who is com. 
mencing a fresh gamo with a new adversary ; and ho has met 
with a serious check almost at the first move. A little more 
deliberation—a few preliminary moves of lesser importance, 
might have so strengthened his position as to have not only 
justified a vigorous attack, but materially increased ita chance 
of success. 


THE JAPANESE VISITORS. 

Magsor Brtvz, Royal Engineers, has been appointed by the 
Earl of Clarendon to take charge of the Japauese party (ten), 
Teported in our last as having arrived from France. Amongst 
other novelties in this country, they have visited the Woolwich 
Dockyard, Lloyd’s, the Royal Exchange, the Mint, the Tower, 
The Times’ office, Blakely ordnance factory, the London Docks, 
Royal Hospital Chelsea, and the Bank of Eugland, On the 21st 
they started for an inspection of the dockyards, &.,at Ports- 
mouth aud Plymouth. They will givea banquet at the Lang- 
bam Hotel on the 29th. 





JAVA VERSUS CEYLON. , 

No one‘ who regards the nature of those influences that 
conspire to colonial development can fecl surprise that the 
Colonial Government of the Dutch Netherlands India, no less 
than the Home Government, should feel more than ever disposed 
to revise those conditions under which produce is raised in 
Java and the neighbouring islands. We had recently occasion 
to remark that no island has been the subject of so many ex- 
periments as Java, experiments directed to the utilising as 
much as possible that native labour on which production has 
heretofore relied. The terms of labour and the conditions of 
culture have been again and again revised, but always to the 
disappointment of official calculation. Even if the assessment 
of labour were more equitable, no sufficient allowance has been 
made for failing crops. In the proposed change of system 
the obligatory clauses as to extension of coffee and 
spice plants are more stringent than ever. So far, 
the Colonial Government, even though guarantecing 
given price on a forced delivery, has not succeeded in inducing 
the natives voluntarily to extend the area of cultivation. The 
principle which underlies any truly economic system of labour 
is, that the labourer whoever he may be, and howover far he 
may be brought, shall receive an equitable renumeration for his 
services. The rich open valleys of Java now lying neglected 
testify that the motives to increased energy and the impulse to 
the exercise of intelligence are diminished and crippled by am 
oppressive system of rule. The natives are seized on as 
instruments to be handled and worked at pleasure; and wo 
are not surprised that in the present, as in former achemes, 
peremptory and pre-determined acts of the Government are pre= 
sented in the light of gratuitous indulgencies. What has to ba 
taken into consideration is that Java, particularly in the article 
of coffee, does not exhibit that progressive rate of increase that 
might fairly have been calculated on; that the quality does 
not tend to improve ; and, further, that the culture on the pre- 
sent system is not sufficiently remunerative. Individual enter 
prise on the Continent is probably in a state of just as great 
incipient activity as among ourselves, wanting only that en- 
couragement which a free system of trade, accompanied with 
the absence of these restrictions which Government competi- 
tion, whether in agriculture or trade, never fails to bring about. 
But even these restrictions cannot be tolerated in the face of 
increasing competition. In addition to the new solution of the 
long standing problem of how to turn Javanese labour to 
best advantage, there remains the proposal we recently noticed 
of certain private capitalists to take over and work the Crown 
coffee lands, and, to some extent, tho Government rice plan- 
tations of Western Java. 

Incited by the example of Ceylon, which, unable to avail 
herself to any great extent of native labour, and compelled 
to import Indian coolies, is yet advancing rapidly in the 
culture of coffee, and gaining year by year on the Java yield— 
these capitalists have proposed a scheme which, without setting 
Java labour free, would yet remove many drawbacks to successful 
culture, sweeping a host of Government agents from the field, 
who have hitherto found it their interest to compound with 
natives, relieving thom of imposed obligations for deliveries to 
a given amount, or, looking to their percentages on the quantity 
raised, regarding this point rather than quality. Instead 
of Government agents intent only on securing their per 
centages on quantity with little reference to quality and 
driving their private bargains of exemption, there would 
be experienced the order and regularity of mercantile manage- 
ment, but combined with even greater avidity. Unquestionably, 
under this arrangement, which would clothe this body of 
capitalists with powers hitherto exercised hy the Govern~ 
ment in controlling or portioning out the labour of the natives, 
the latter will not be gainers; and the yield of coffee can 
hardly fail, under favouring seasons, to be considerably increased 
We are far, however, from being so sanguine as the promoters, 
A certain amount of additional activity will be available, but 
without any influence at work to stimulate intelligence. Go- 
vernment experience has hithertobeen disappointing. The 
cardinal error of Holland has been in imposing terms disad- 
vantageous to native progress, shown as well in the conditions of 
labour imposed, as in the restrictions thrown upon trade, 

a spirit of monopoly, she sceks to extend her possessions in 
Sumatra, violating, as usual, individual rights; but the very 
act of appropriating an independent sovereignty for the put- 
Pose of securing the gains of trade, and establishing her rule 
of compelling colonists to sell cheap and buy dear, she 
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must find that, in seeking to divert the channel of exist- 
ing trade, sho will for years to come be financially 
the “loser. Holland has little to be proud of in its 
colonial history; in the Dutch East India possessions 
capital has been repelled by the assumption of the taskmasters’ 
vocation by the Government, and that progress which incites 
to reciprocity of interchange been seriously impeded. The 
Government balance-sheets, which even Java exhibits, are de- 
lusive, and the items, fairly distributed, would present a very 
different character from that usually assigned to the account of 
income and expenditure, At the same time, the value of Java 
to Holland is not, any more than in the case of our own colo- 
nies, to be estimated by direct returns. Java has aided in 
swelling many domestic channels of Dutch industry, presented 
an outlet for the employment of redundant capital, and given 
rise to many auxiiliary branches of traffic, mistaken by political 
writers for a detached spirit of enterprise, but which sprang 
from circumstances, and were dependent solely on colonial pro- 
gress. A system so artificial must prove essentially 
defective in facing free competition, Ceylon has little 
to apprehend from the movement, even if carried out. 


The supervision by agents of a private company, and the} 


terms it will be authorised to impose, will not stimulate the 
Javans to superior skill, and it will be long before encourage- 
ment will exist for an extended importation of Indian coolies. 
Meanwhile, capital will flow into Ceylon, and the economic 
and efficient agency of organisation, with its special and cha- 
acteristic advan!azes, will enable her to maintain that high 
vantage ground she is intent on reaching. Nor will freedom 
and security prove inimical to our putting hereafter the services 
of Ceylon natives to better account, for already, in many parts, 
they have been aroused from their accustomed apathy. 





GROWTH OF TEA IN THE NEILGHERRIES, 

In Tracers’ Circular of the 16th inst., reference is made in 
detail to our remarks in the London and China Telegraph 
respecting the probable success of the tea plantations in the 
Neilgherries, The article states that a vonclusion, based upon 
imperfect data, bas been arrived at by us to the effect that the 
attempt to grow tea in some of the higher districts of the 
Himaiayan range has been unsuccessful ; 80, too, a similar re- 
sult would necessarily attend the projectin the Neilgherry dis- 
trict. We confess that our information on this subject is both 
imperfect and limited; but with the knowledge before us that 
tea plantations commenced above a certain altitude have failed 
to realise the anticipations formed of them by those who have 
embarked capital in them, we do not consider our remarks the 
less important to the public, if they suggest caution in not too 
readily adopting the conclusion that because tea grows readily 
and flourishes at acousiderable height above the sea, that it 
will do so sufficiently luxuriantly to prove remunerating to 
shareholders in tea-growing companies, ‘This is all we say, 
having no doubt whatever respecting the success which has 
attended the rearing of the tea plant in the Neilgherrics, so far 
asthe experiment has been made. The objection which we take 
to altitude (limiting the same to 2,000 fect in the Himalayas) 
ig met in the article in question by a reference to Fortuws’s 
experience in China, where, at an elevation of between 
2,000 and 3,000 feet he found the black tea district. ‘This, 
we will only remark, tends rather to confirm than refute the 
view we take in abstaining from at once endorsing the highly 
favourable estimate fortaed of the ultimate commercial success of 
tea plantations, formed, probably, at from two to three times the 
altitude quoted by Fortuns, In conclusion, we may observe, 
that the writer of the remarks uuder comment considers that 
the geographical position of Ootacamund (the portion of the 
Neilgherries where we presume the tea plantations are) will, 
from being so much nearer the Equator than the tea-growing 
districts in the lower Himalayas, counteract the influence of 
altitude. This opinion may prove quite correct, but until we 
Beo results similar to those now established in Assam, we are 
only erring on the side of prudence if we refrain from a too 
speedy adoption of a theory the correctness of which time has 
not yet admitted of being practically proved. 

The following is the article alluded to:— 

* A comparison between the Neilgherries and the Himalayas, considered 
in reference to their tea-producing capabilities, was recently made in the 
columns of the London and China Telegraph, and a eonclusion, based 
‘upon imperfect data, was arrived at, that as the attempt to grow tea in some 
of the higher districts of the Himalayan range had been unsuccessful, 80, 
too, a similar result would necessarily attend the project in the Neilgherry 
dit The writer of the article in question states, that, “to secure 
Srowth of eommercially remunerative character, the formation of 











plantations mus not be attempted at a greater height than from 
one to two thousand feet; .and the sucess of * Neilgt 
experiment must necessarily depend upon the possibility of 
hering-to this rule.” Now tea, like all other ‘necossaries of 
life, such as corn, potatoes, &c., is of an extremely hardy character, ant 
grows readily in the open air in all latituder, from the Equator to the 45th 
lel. It is capable of being cultivated both in the lowlands and in 
the highlands; but so far from ite being limited to distance of 
1,000 or even 2,000 feet above the level of the sea the fact ia, thet the 
places where its cultivation is most successfully carried on are consider 
ably above that level. Readers of Mr. Fortone’s interesting travels in 
China must have frequently noticed how extensively the cultivation of this 
plant is carried on in mountainous districts. «I have ascended hills,” 
says Mr, Fortune ( The Tea-districts of Chioa and Indie,” vol. i., pe 
224), “near the mouth of the Min, at least 3,000 feet above the level of 
the sea, which were under cultivation to the summit” » Aud agaia, speak- 
ing of the tea districts, the same authority states: “ Among these moun- 
tains, and at a height of 2,000 and 8,000 feet above the level of the sea, E 
found the black tea district” (vol. i. p. 291). Onemore quotation from 
the same work, and we have done The whole of the land on these 
hills ” (Mr, Fortune is here speaking of the Bohea range) “seems to be- 
long to the priests; the tea-shrubis cultivated everywhere, and often in 
the inost inaccessible situations, such as on the summits and ledges of pre 
cipitous rocks” (vol. ii. p. 199). Many similar passages aright be quoted 
in confirmation of what we have stated al but a reference to the 
geographical position of Assam and Ootacamund will perhaps set the 
matter in a still clearer light. The properties of Assam, as a tea-: 
Producing country, both in respect to quality and guantity, are 
established beyond a doubt, as is shown by the position held by 
Assam produce in our tea tales; but Ootacamund, which is 
celebrated for its temperate and salubrious climate, is fourteen degrees 
nearer to the Equator, so that whatever differencethere might be in the respec- 
ve altitudes of the tea-fields, this is more than made up for by its warmer 
latitude, Every geographical student is aware of the fact that, although 
temperature is affected by altitude above the sea level, latitude is a far 
more important agent in producing differences of climate, ‘The snow 
line, which in the northern regions of Lapland is about 3,000 feet above 
the level of the sca, in the Alps reaches a linoit of 8,000, and in the 
Himalayan range is found to be between 15,000 and 18,000 feet. 

Whilst on the subject of India, it may not be out of place to call atten- 
tion toa matter that has always appeared to us one of considerable moment 
—and that is, the want of all reliable information on the subject of 
Indian tea-fields and tea-crops. The ordinary trade circulars issued from 
the Chinese free poris give all particulars as to the nature of present, and 
estimates of future crops, besides statistics having reference to the supplies 
of former yeurs, so that 8 complete body of information is at once available 
for all purposes of inquiry, prospective as well as retrospective. Tho - 
importance of such statistics, considered in their bearing on commercial 
dealings, cannot be over-estimated, but from India the only facts to be 
gleaned on the subject of the crops are found scattered up and down the 
jouroals; no merchants seem to think it worth their time or expense to 
issue either reports or circulars to indicate the state of the trade. Had the 

sitions been reversed, that is, had a deficiency of the requisite information 
Boon observable amongst the Chinese, the ciroumstance would not have 
been s0 surprising; since, self-debarred from all European intercourse, 
they might be presumed to be, to some extent, unaware of the relative 
importance of such matters for British commerce ; but in the case of our 
own countrymen in India, such neglect is attended with as much injury 
to their own interests as inconvenience to us, From a recent number of 
the Neilherry Excelsior we learn that measures have been taken by 



































several of the planters in that district to form an associated body under 
the name of “ The South of India Planters’ Association.” The object of 
this society is, of course, the protection of the landed planters’ interest 
in this quarter, and from the unanimity with which this project was wel- 
comed, there is no doubt of its becoming a permanent establishment. As 
s00n as the society shall have been in existence long enough to get inta 
working order, there will be no lack of topics requiring their attention : 
amongst these topics we beg to suggest the present deficiency of proper

BANKING IN FRANCE AND ENGLAND. 
(FROM OUB PARIS CORBESPONDENT. ) 
Seconp Notice. 

M. Durand, banker, said in bis examination, that previous to 1848 the 
Bank of France kept its rate of discount within certain limits, because 
industry and commerce were not developed as they are now; but that if, 
under preéent circumstances, a maximum were attempted to be imported 
on the Bank, the directors would be forced to have recourse to expedients 
such as restrictions concerning the run of bills and the refusal of certain 
classes of paper—expedients far more injurious to commerce than the in- 
creasing of the rate of interest. As regards the value of bank-notes, M. 
Durand considers the new fitiy-fraac note to be rather a forced step, He 
atributes the recent elevation of the rate of discount to “ certain anony= 
mous societies which have undertaken too many affairs at the same time.” 

Baron James, the head of the Paris house of Rothschild, declared that 
there had really been nocrisis during the last few years, and the monetary 
difficulties caused by the want of specie would, he argued, grow less as wo 
advanced in commercial matters. He declared not only that the increase 
of the rate of discount was right and even necessary, but tat such a rise was 
highly valuable as a warning to the commercial world not to go too far and 
thus run out of cast, Any attempt to fix the rate of discount in advance, 
he declared, would be a grave error, The baron's evidence respecting 
the comparative merits of the Banks of England and France is interesting, , 
and we therefore extract the following passages entire :— 

“ The Bank of England is perfectly well organised for the country in 
which it operates, but any attempt to introduce the same system into 
France would be to try and realise an impossibility. We are in » 
different condition from England. We should take great precautions re~ 
specting everything which touches credit. Ten years ago one could not 
travel in France with bank-notes; no one would receive or change them, 
New habits must have time to develop and consolidate themselves.” 
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* The adoption of the system of a plurality of banks of issue should be 
regarded as an evil. France is ina very good situation, There is no 
country in the world in which commerce is more firmly established, 
where the failures are less numerous, or business better.”” 
gain :—“ If the discovery of the mines of Australia and California 
had not occurred, wo could not have accomplished what we have of late 
years. This discovery has happily substituted the gold of those countries 
Jor the silver which me bave sent to China and Cochin-China, and which 
does not come back, or at any rate comes back slowly.” 

Respecting the question of foreign loans and other financial operations, 
the baron said that France could not and should not isolate herself ; and 
in reply to those who lament the drain of her resources by such means, he 
mys :— ° 

‘ Moreover the operations of France with foreign countries are not all 
carried on in cash, but to a large extent by merchandis, and, it may be 
added also, that in a short space of time a large portion of certain foreign 
securities pass into the hands of the natives of the countries to which they 
refer. ‘This was proved in the eases of the loans to the late Government 
ofthe Two Sicilies and to that of Spain; ina short time five-sixths of the 
stock of these loans had passed into the hands of Italians and Spaniards, 
There would be no inconvenience in allowing forcign securities of all 
kinds to be quoted on the Bourse. The greater the liberty allowed to 
capitalists the more business is facilitated. ‘The agents de change should 
be forced to inscribe all securities which are deait in, without exception, 
in the price current.” 

M. Alphonse de Rothschild was also examined, and said, amongst other 
things, that the complaint made against the Bank of France by some per- 
sons of lending money on public securities was unfounded, and that if this 
were not done commerce would suffer and well founded complaints arise. 
Merchants, he said, often seek this kind of loan, many holding public 
securities for the special purpose of obtaining capital at moments of pres- 














sure; and the Bank of France, in order to check speculation, charged a j 


rather higher rate on these sccurities than on commercial paper. ‘The 
Bank, he added, never refuses the latter, so that the rise in the rate of dis- 
count cannot be attributed to the loans on public securities.

Annual, with a very suitable address to young people. ‘Ihe 
stories arc well chosen, instructive, and amusing, and tho 
volume, handsomely bound, runs to over 500 pages.—Mr. S. 
W. Partridge’s best production is Our Children’s Pets, including 
stories appealing to the minds of the young on behalf of birds, 
beasts, and fish.— Messrs, Sampson Low and Co, have utilised 
Dr. Watts’s well-known hymns, by applying them to special cases

Messrs, Johnstone, Hunter, and Co,, of Edinburgh, have added 
to the enjoyment of youth by a very neat and inexpensive 
volume, detailing the troubles and joys of a boy, entitled Little

In works of a more standard character, in tended for 
the library, we must notice the first volume of Sir James 
Fergusson’s History of Architecture, to be completed in 
three volumes, which is no doubt destined to become tho text- 
book on the subject it treats of. Mr. Charles Winsor has brought 
out a beautiful volume on a kindred subject, in his Memoirs 
Mlustrative of the Art of Glass Painting, illustrated with en- 
gravings from the author's original drawings by Philip H. 
Delamotte. In History and Biography Mrs. Charles Tennant 
gives to the world her grandfather’s (Sir George Collier's) notes 
on life in France on the eve of the Great Revolution ; which, with 
Mr. Charles Knight's Shadows of the Old Booksellers ; Mr. Carter's 
Historical Record of the Forty-Fourth Reyiment of Foot ; Major 
General Sir Thos. Seaton’s narrative of a life of active service 
From Cadet to Colonel; and a similar narrative of military 
adventure, chiefly in Spain, Portugal, aud India, entitled The 
Soldier of Three Queens, by lt. Uenderson—will leave the 
reader well contented with his supply of this class of literature 
for some time. Of books of mere amusement, just to while 
away avacant half-hour, Barnum’s Hunbugs of the World will pro- 
bably be tho first picked out ; but the storics are old and trivial, 
and possibly of allthe author's tricks on the public the present, 
book may be set down as tho most deceptive humbug of the 
lot.—Macmilian’s Magazine for December closes the scries for 
the year in first rate style, and 1866 begins with the first 
portion of a now tale by the Ion, Mrs. Norton, called “ Old 
Sir Douglas,” which is a very first-class thing. 





Hemorials of Service in India, from the Correspondence of the 
late Major Samuel Charters Macpherson, C.B. Edited by his 
brother, Winitam Macrmensox. Joha Murray, Albemarle-streot, 
—The man whose official life is here recorded was distinguished 
for his civil and not for his military career’; and in that capacity 
he will go down to fame as one of those few who have had it 
in their power to effect a moral and religious revolution which 
entitles their names to rank high in the list of benefactors to 
the human race. To Major Macpherson belongs the renown 
of having been the chief instrument in putting an end to 
human sacrifices among the Khonds—in extinguishing an im- 
molation of our fellow-beings not perpetrated by the deaths 
of single victims, but sometimes by the slaughter of heca- 
tombs at once. Tho narrative of how this was done is 
laid before us principally in extracts from the Major's own 
most interesting letters ; and we sce that, in the words of the 
editor, “it was effected not by accident, nor by knack, nor 
by hysterical humanity rushing in and seizing one victim, to be 
saved at the expense of another: ‘Who overcomes by force 
hath overcome but half his foe.’ The result was obtained by 
making the abolition a Khond movement; by sapping the 
religious conviction of the necessity of human sacrifice, and 
showing that all the material interests of the tribes, and those 
which had most weight with the best men, would be promoted 
by abolition.” Nor, admirable: as was the result already 
mentioned, was it the only triumph for humanity, in the widest 
sense of that word, achieved by Major Macpherson. The 
Khonds were divided in their ceremonial ritual by a remarkable 
distinction. One portion worshipped the God of Light, and 
abjured the practice of human sacrifice, but were guilty of 
female infanticide to an extcnt horrible to hear of ; while the 
other portion rejoiced to offer up huraan victims, but did 
not adopt the other sanguinary custom. Having becn suc- 
cessful in dealing with one iniquity, the Mujor attacked the 
other, and had the happiness to report in 18.44 that “above 170 
female infants had certainly been saved in the period of two 
years, through our influence.” It is a curious fact, too, that 
he mado use of the girls saved from sacrifice to effect the 
abolition of infanticide, by constituting them wards of Govern- 
ment, and giving them in marriage to the chiefs and men of 
influence in the infanticidal districts. He writes—* Our justica, 
producing order everywhere, and the influence derived 
from the invaluable device of wiving the chief men 
with the honoured daughters of the State—our rescued victim- 
gitls—have given us complete mastery over these tribes, con= 
sidered the most intractable division of the Khond population 
in this quarter.” Tho Government, however, which had 
never supported him in the suppression of human sacrifice, 
though glad enough to take the credit of a success 
won in spite of their apathy, stepped in and ruined all 
that had been done. In the old spirit, a ccrtain district 
he wished to have added to his jurisdiction so as to 
strengthen his hands in the task of saving infant life, 
was withheld from him, The conscquence was, he tells us— 
“The people believe it will not be given ; do not at all under- 
stand a ‘to be, or not to be’ authority ; and have to a great ex- 
tent broken loose from me, and taken to infanticide again.” 
The last great service Major Macpherson porformed prior to his 
death was as Political Agent at the Court of Scindia, during the 
great rebellion, when, assisted by that potentate’s Prime Min- 
ister, he managed to retain him faithful to the Dritish cause, 
though sorely tempted, and at times hard pressed by his wuti- 
nous contingent. We could wish that the extracts from the 
Major's letters of this period had been more abundant. Ono 
pithy sentence is worth reproducing at the present mo 
ment, when we havea “nigger” insurrection in another quarter 
to debate upon, He writes from Agra:—‘ India, ruled here 
by bayonet power, and there [at home] by platform and hust- 
ings power, will bo a wretched work to have a hand in.” We 
are sorry to say that a good deal of the volume is takea up in 
bicker! ith Major-General John Campbell, C.B., whoso esti- 
mate of 1 Macpherson’s services difiers from that entertained 
by his brother. Sorry, we repeat, that there should be any 
necessity for recriminations on such a subject as the benefits 
conferred by Major Macpherson on the Khond tribes, and on 
the value of his exertions in accomplishing them. ‘Tho reader 
will, howover, find his sympathies so entircly enlisted by the 
delightful straight-forward letters of the latter that he will be 
very much inclined to pay but cursory attention to all that 
refers to the Major-General, Tho book bas sketch-maps which 
enable onc thoroughly to fullow the narrative, some very pleas- 
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ing wood-cut illustrations, and a capital portrait of its hero, and 
altogether is sure to find favour with every class, whether 
mere seekers for amusement, or thoughtful students of 
an imamenso change, specdily cffected, in the religion and customs 
of a numerous race of the governed solely by the inter- 
ference of the governors, without missionary intervention. 
Such an incident, happening in our own days, and by our own 
instrumentality, is not without a lesson as to those wholesale 
national conversions that we road of in the annals of the days 
of old. 

‘The publication of the Chinese and Japanese Repository, lately 
conducted by Mr, Summers, has been given up. We under- 
stand that Mr. Summers is now engaged in publishing a paper 
in Chinese for English houses to advertise in that languago. 





Sabal and Military. 





SrEAKING of the sad fatality of the garrison at Hong Kong, the Army 
and Navy Gazette declares that no Government has a right to expose 
men’s lives to such awful danger—worse tenfold than that of a battle. 
‘The remecly is a change of cantonment to a more healthy site, and the 
employment of native regiments to do the nicht work, guard-mouating, 
and similar duty during the hot weather. Sir Richard MacDonnell, who 
is on his way to the seat of his new government, is a man of energy and 
humanity, and will doubtless recommend such measurcs as may tend to 
diminish the dreadful mortality to which our poor fellows and their 
families have been subjected. 

We have to record the death of Lieut.-Col. Alexander Murray, com- 
manding the 8th (Royal Irish Fusileers) Regiment, quartered at Ports- 
mouth, on the 24th inst., after a short illness. Col. Murray served in the 
18th on the China Expedition (medal), and was present at Canton, Amoy, 
Chusan, Chinhae, Ningpo, Segoan, Chapoo (wounded ), Shanghai Woo- 
sung, and Chin-Kiang-Foo. The deceased officer will be buried at 
Portsmouth, and the funeral, it is anticipated, will be conducted with 
military honours. 

The Racoon, 22, screw steam corvette, under the temporary command 
of Commander H.M. Miller, arrived at Madeira on the 13th November, 
having left Portland on the Ist. On the 9th, after a few hours' lull, she 
met with a stormy adverse gale from the S.W., evidently a revolving 
storm. It tried the ship very much for eight or ten hours, and then passed 
over. She found the Basilisk at Madeira, from Plymouth en route to China 
via Teneriffe, Ascension, and the Cape. ‘The Basilisk was in the same 
gale, and was making good defects. She was to sail on the 20th 
November. The Racoon reached Gibraltar on the 25th, where Count 
Gleichen and H.R.1. Prince Alfred were awaiting ber.

Captain J. S. Swann, Qnd battalion 22nd Regiment, and 
Brigade-Major at Malta, has been appointed Deputy-Assistant Quarter- 
master-General at Cork, Lieutenant Colonel Lane For, late Assistant- 
Quartermaster General, having rejoined his regiment, the Grenadier 
Guards. 

Another addition has been made to the English iron-clad squadron by 
the floating out of dock of the Hoya’ Alfred, a line-of-battle ship razed to 
her lower deck, and converted into an iron-clad frigate, pierced for 35 
guns. The work has been completed in Portsmouth Dockyard, and there 
ean be no question that, so far at least as outward appearances indicate, she 
does credit to the establishment. The Royal Alfred has been subjected 
to several alterations from the original designs, and we believe that it has 
not yet been determined exactly what her armament shall be; this 
question being dependent upon the result of experiments not yet 
completed. Her dimensions are aa follows :—Extreme length, 273 fect ; 
length of keel for tonnage, 232 feet 84 inches; extreme breadth, 58 feet 
7 inches; breadth for tonnage, 57 feet 4 inches; breadth moulded 56 feet 
6 inches; depth in hold, 19 feet 10 inches;  burthen in tons (o.m.), 
4,067 4 tons. The event did not excite more than ordinary interest.

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CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE—THEIR RIGHTS. 
(THE Tings.) 

A strong natural instinct prompts those who are acting in the same 
pursuit or for the same purpose to carry their co-operation beyond its 
original object. A natural instinct also induces them to make to them- 
selves some sort of government, and to seek to gain strength by acting in 
some respects in their collective instead of in their individual capacity. 
We presume that the existence of Chambers of Commerce is due to 
some such instinct as that we have been describing—an instinct so far to 
be respected as it springs from that social element in human nature which 
distinguishes it most completely from the lower animals; but we have 
never been able yet exactly to learn what a Chamber of Commerce is, 
what is its constitution, what functions it exercises, what right it bas to re- 
present the trade and commerce of any particular district, and whence it 
derives whatever power it may possess. Chambers of Commerce are not, 
we believe, generally elective bodies, nor would it be very easy to create a 
suitable constituency for such an assembly. They have, as far as we are 
aware, no legal functions of any kind, and we believe it is not the habit 
of the mercantile public to call in’ their aid very extensively as ar- 
biters of private disputes. They seem to be little more than voluntary 
meetings of gentlemen carrying on business in the same place, and therefore 
believed to be the depositaries of someamount of knowledge with respect to 
its business, and to be able to give a fair account of the opinions enter- 
tained there. Regarded from this point of view, there is no possible 
harm ina Chamber of Commerce, and there may sometimes be consider- 
able advantage. But we confess that such experience as the public have 
had of these bodies has not tended to give any very lofty idea of their 
usefulness and efticieney. We live in an age when a great advance has 
been made in the theory as well as the practice of commerce, and when 
something, though by no means all that can be wished, has been effected 
towards the simplification of our law. We have failed to. trace these im- 
provements to the action of Chambers of Commerce ; nay, we have not 
unfrequently found them enlisted on the side of prejudice and exclusives 
ness. We know not whether it may be from a fault in their constitution, 
or in the elements of which they are composed, but it has certainly always 
appeared to us that the public'has not received from them the benelit 
upon which it might seem it had a right to count. , 

When, therefore, we found that Lord Stanley was to be entertained 
at dinner by the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, we felt a natural 
anxiety to know what a man who never speaks on a subject of which 
he has not made himself wholly master would have to say of the achieve= 
ments of these bodies, and what topies he would use in order suitably to 
acknowledge the compliment he was receiving. The Chairman, Mr. 
Rathbone, not very happily, we think, mentioned wro subjects as requiring 
amendment—the present state of our railways, and the amount of pauper= 
ism that exists among us. Now, this is just a specimen of the point of 
view from which Chambers of Commerce are apt to consider national 
questions. They never seem to reflect how much evil there is ia the 
World which is entirely without the province of legislation. It is hardly 
too much to say that Government can check very Mtle evil except that 
which it has itself in the first instance created. If Government has in 
terfered too far with the discretion of individuals, as in the instance of 
protective duties, Government can certainly do great good by retracing 
its faulty steps. | But what can Government do in a case like pauperism 
which is not the result of any mistake on its own part, but of the inherent 
improvidence and folly of mankind? As long as people choose to marry 
without having the means of supporting a family, as long as they choose 
to expend their money to the enormous extent to which our revenue re~ 
turns show it is expended in stimulants, how can Government prevent the 
natural consequence of iniprovidence ‘and vice which manitests itself in 
the form of pauperis? Lord Stanley rejoices in the union of all classes 
in this country, and the explosion ofthat theory which represented trade, 
manufactures, and agriculture as having interests opposed to each other. 
So far he was on safe ground, but his position became a little more 
difficult when he came to propose the health of the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce. It is not in the nature of Lord Stanley 
to content himself with vague generalities. When he makes 
a statement be will at least endeavour to prove it, and his inde- 
fatigable industry may be fully relied on to collect all the facts which bear 
on the subject. Lord Stanley states that Chambers of Commerce have 
only lately been introduced into England—the Chamber of Commerce at 
Liverpool itself, it seems, is only 15 years old ; that they are only about 48 in 
number, and that of these only a few have occupied a prominent position, 
He expresses a hope that the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce may be 
more actively supported than hitherto, and states the obtaining of such 
support as a principal object of the meeting. All this is something like 
an admission that hitherto our estimate of the utility of Chambers of 
Commerce has been a pretty correct one, Everyone must join with 
Lord Stanley in the hope that they may be made more useful for the 
future. What, he asks, are Chambers of Commerce intended to do? His 
answer is—to serve as authoritative exponents of commercial opinion, 
Their discussions serve to form local opinion. They can do many things 
which everybody in trade wants done, but which nobody likes to doin his 
individual capacity. ‘Thus, Lord Stanley tells us that Chambers of Com= 
merce have made complaints of railway management before the Commise 
sion now sitting in London—complaints which it might be invidious for 
any individual to make. He approves their furming in London every year 
a sort of Parliament of their own, and suggests their inviting the co-opera 
tion of similar bodies on the Continent. He notices the suggestion of 
the institution of Tribunals of Commerce, but declines to give an opinion 
how far Chambers of Commerce are adapted for the perlormanee of that 
function, or how far such tribunals ought to be created. 

Now, if Chambers of Commerce are to be authoritative exponents of 
local commercial opinion, it is quite necessary ia the first instance that 
they should have some organisation which clothes them with that autho- 
rity. The meeting together of a few gentlemen of old standing in trade 
or of great wealth does not invest them with the right to speak authorita- 
tively in behalf of the trade of the place at which their business is carried 
on, If it is desirable to have such an exponent, it is desirable to adopt 
the machinery by which that exponeat can alone’ be created, and that 
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machinery must be either popular election or selection by some one quite 
impartial, and yet possessing the means of information necessary to enable 
him to ‘a good choice. The advocacy of the commercial interesis 
of a town seems to devolve, as far as public mewsures are concerned, on 
its representatives in Parliament, aod, as far as local business affects them, 
on its municipal corporation. We fail to sae the exact place which is left for 
such a body as & Chember of Commerce. If Liverpool ie ill-treated by 
/s, for instance, in any matter over which Government has any 
¢ bas her members o represent her case in the proper quarter, 
and her Town Council to remonstrate with the company and petition the 
Legislature. When this is done we {ail to see what is left for the Chamber 
of Commerce, Lord Stanley does not claim for Chambers of Commerce 
that they are io peculiar degree the depositaries of any local or general 
knowledge, aud ho bas dona wisely, for such a claim it would be found 
‘ery difficult to substantiate by facta, It iacertainly open to him to applaud 
the annual meeting of Chambers of Commerce in London, but 
those who took the trouble to read their debates could not, 
we think, fail to be struck with the very slight amount of in- 
formation which was to be gleaned from them on the subjects which they 
discussed themselves, and in support of which they appeared before min- 
ister. Lord Stonley docs wisely to pause before recommending that 
these bedies should be intrusted with judicial functions. Their con- 
Stitution must obriously be entirely altered before this could be done. 
‘We could not force men to carry their disputes for adjudication before s 
body fixed by no definite constitution, got together nobody knows how, 
and more capable, therefore, of being packed than any other that can be 
conceived. In order to make Chambers of Commerce judicial tribunals 
it would be necessary utterly to destroy their present nature. Asoptional 
tribunals, as arbitrators in commercial disputes, we certainly should have 
expected that they would be much resorted to and be of great rervice. 
But this, we apprehend, is not the case, and the cry for Tribunals of 
Commerce, inconsiderate as it seems to us to be, is still'a proof that the 
existing bodies do not enjoy the confidence of the communities among 
which they have sprung up. 

‘We are far from saying that it is not possible that there may at some 
time arise among us & sound and sensible commerc'al opinion different 
from the opinions yyera and from the opinions of statesmen—the two 
classes whose convictions have hitherto moulded our commercial laws. 
At present the popular view is to leave commerce alone, but this, like 
other general principles, may possibly be found to require exceptions in 
Practice. When it shall become important to the commercial class that 
uch an opinion should fiad expression in a duly organised body, we do 
not doubt that that body will be called into existence ; but till then we 
must confess that we see little hope of any important benefit to be realised 
Dy the community from the establishment of Chambers of Commerce, 
which seem to have become naturalised in England rather from an imi- 
tation of foreign countries than to satisfy any clearly felt and generally ex- 

want. The first step to improvement is the consciousness of our 
defect, and nothing would be more fatal to the attainment of a really 
efficient representation of the commercial classes than their contentment 
wita ouch representation as they have at present. 














Royat Asratic Society.—At the last meeting of this society a large 
number of Indo-Chinese alphabets, both ancient and modem, collected 
by Dr. A. Bastian during bis sojourn in Burmah, Siam, Kambodja, and 
other parts of Transgengetic India, was laid upon thetable. In the paper 
eludicating the same, Dr. Bastian divided the languages of the Indo- 
Chinese nations into five main branches, viz. 1, The Thai, comprising the 
language of the different tribes called Shans by the Burmese, and Laos 
by the Siamese, aud that of the Siamese themselves, who are only 
division of the Laos ; 2, The Myanma, represented by the Burme: 
Arracanese, which idioms are akin to those of the Singpho, the Kachars, 
the Manissurians and many other tribes that inhabit the corntries 
extending to Bengal and North-Western India; 3, The Tunquinese 
and Cochin Chinese, including the rude dialects of the various moun- 
tain tribes designated by the general name of Kha in Siamese and of 
Prom in Kambodjan ; 4, The language of the Mons or Talains xho line 
the coast opposite to Kalinga or Telingana; and 5, that of the Kam- 
bodjans, lvo called Khem or Khmer. With the sole exception of the 
Cochio-Chinese or Annamites, who have conformed to the Chinese sys— 
tem of writing. the Indo- Chinese nations make use of alphabets received 
from India, which they have adapted to their several monosyllabic tongues, 
combining with them the tunes or accents which, as in Chinese, gain pro- 
mivence in the same proportion as vocalic quantity becomes in:listinct. 
Most of these alphabets follow the same arrangement as the Devanagari, 
and bear a close family likeness to those of Southern India, especially the 
Singalhese. The Cambodjans claim for their alphabet yreat antiquity, and 
aspire, us do alto the Arracanese, to the honour of having received it 
by direct importation from Ceylon’ through the famous Bhuddist apostle 
huddayhor (4.. 420). Even at the present day the characters in use for 
writing the religious books in Siam and Laos are known by the neme of 
Nongsu Khom, as having been introduced by the earliest missionaries who 
issued from the convents of Cambodja. A curious paleographical fact 
mentioned by Dr. Bastian is, that in the oldest Siamese stone inscription, 
that of Sukkhoths I the vowels are written in a line with the consonants, 
instead of, at least’ some of them, being placed above or below them. 
The writer then entered into details concerning the nature and deveiop- 
ment of the Siame-e tones, and the laws by which the; regulated, 
and he further explained the various methods of occult writing, by 
or otherwise. in use among the Burmese and Siamese. In conclusion, he 
adverted to the rmportant historical results which are likely to be obtained 
from a deciphering of the ancient inscriptions. ‘The number of alphabets 
exhibited in addition to many fac-similes of inscriptions, &c., was twenty- 
five. 

Paxsentation To Cartaix Exotspus.—A beautiful silver dinner 
service, manutactured by Messrs, Emanuel and Sons, for presentation to 
Captain Engledua (late superintendent of the P. and O. Company), the 
result of a subscription of 400 guineas amongst the gentry and merchants 
of Southampton, in order to pay a lasting mark of respect to that gentle- 
man on bis leaving the town, was last week presented to him at his town 



























residence by a deputation of the committee, who proceeded to London 
for that purpose.

Tha biddings for 35,00,000 rupces in bills on India were 
allotted—To Calcutta, 22,58,000 rs.; to Madras, 2,42,000 rs. 5 
and to Bombay, 10,00,000 rs. The minimum price was as 
before, viz., 18. 114d. on Calcutta and Madras, and Is. 112d. 
on Bombus. ‘Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s, 114d. will 
receive about 62 per cent., aud on Bombay at 28. 04d. about 
13 per cent.—above these prices in full. These results show little 
change as compared with the last biddings. 

Tho half-yearly mecting of the Ceylon Company was held on
